At 
this period of his life, Confucius was 
in guite humble offices, in charge of 
the public herds, performing efficiently 
his functions, and allowing nothing to 
detract his attention, In his 22nd 
year (531 B.C.) he commenced bis 
eureer asa teacher and continued in 
bis native state until 517 B.Q, with 
the exception of a short visit to the 
Capital at Loh, where he met for the 
first time Lao-tsze, 

Retarning to Lu he remained there 
for 16 years, without holding any 
official position, and was then appoint- 
ed Governor of the City of Chung-tu by 
Duke Ting, in the year 501 B.C. and 
his taking otfice showed a marked im: 
provement in the manners and habits 
ofthe people. Inthe following year 
he became Minister of Works for the 
state aud Mini ter for Crime, and his 
inflnence became paramount, to such 
an extent that he strengthened the 
yovernment and brought about the 
downfall of corrupt officials. He 
rapidly became the idol of the people. 


Stranger flocked to Lu from other|: 


states to come under his beneficent 
rule. His success as an administrator 
aroused the envy and jealousy of the 
neighbouring states, with the result 
that the Marquis Chi created a breach 


Ting. His counsels were no longer 
sought, and he determined to leave 
Lu-and visit other states, This he 
did in his 55th year (477 B:C.). and he 
did not return to Li until either 48% 
or 465 B.C. 

During these many years he wan- 
dered far, visiting many states, whose 
rulers and princes eagerly sought his 
counsel, for his fame had preceded 
him. Throughout his travels he was 
accompanied by a loyal band of dis- 
ciples and adherent, and his high prin- 
ciples many times made him refuse to 
take over “high positions, when he 
would not have been allowed a free 
hand to do as the dictates of con- 
science prompted. Once the party was 
asiailed by a mob, who mistook him 
for an officer who had oppressed 
them sorely. He replied. “ After 
the death of King Wan was not the 
cause of the right way lodged in me? 
While “Heaven does not wish this 
cause to perish what can the people 
of Kwang de te me?" On another. 
and somewhat similar occasion he 
said: “Heaven has produced the 
Virtue that is in me; what can any 
man do to me?" Such was his faith 
in himself and his mission, 
which was to .create _ happiness

The — feasibility of extending 

the Colony’s water-carriage system 
for the disposal of night soil was 8 
topic lengthily discussed at yesterday 
afternoon’s meeting of the Sanitary 
Board. Mr. G. R. Sayer. the head 
of thy Swnitary Department. presided 
and the other members present 
were the Director of Public Works 
(Hoo, Mr. T.L. Perkins). Dr. W.V M. 
Koch, Dr. F. M. Qzotin, the Medical 
Officer of Health (Dr. WW, Pearse), 
and the Secretary (Mr, C. M. OW. 
Reynolds)- 

Some time 2go H.E. she Governor 
appointed a committee to consider the 
question and at the beginning of yes- 
tecday's meeting the Board went into 
committee to frame reply to the 
Gorernment in response to an in- 
vitation to comment on the report. 
With the object of utilising it as 8 

. basis for discussion the Chairman bad 
circulated a memorandam on the sub- 
__ ject. , 
ADDBESS BY ¥.0.1. 

Afterwards, at the Chairman's 10- 
vitation the Medical Officer of Health 
delivered an informative address in 
the course of which he expressed the 
view that the best plao would be. if 
feasible, to begin with the houses on 
the upper levels. 

Dr. Pearse said:--{ look upon 
the .introduction of the water- 
carriage system as a measure of pro- 
tection ‘against typhoid" fever und 
anslogous direasex, During the 
pefxd—nearly 20 vears—-that 1 bave 
been here. I have never koown an 
epidernic of ‘typhoid fever. but the 
disease is endemic-~it is always with 
us—and I have been forced to the 
conclusion that the disease is mostly 
sptead by the presence ainongst use 
of a number of typhoid carriers (per- 
sons who have had typhoid fever.and 
retain the germs; estimated at 20 per 
‘cent. of all cases). Last year. incon- 
janction with the Government 
Bacteriologist,—on whore, I may sey. 
the bulk of the work fell—lesdeavour- 
ea to make an estim te as to the 
number .of typhoid carries which 
might be, present in the population. 

. But. owing to the reluctance of Chinese 
to submit to the necessary very tnifl- 
ing examination: after » zood deal of 
preliminary work hud been dore, the 
experiment had to be sbaadoned. 
Nevertheless, { cannot belp thinking 
that there are a very large rumber of 
typhoid carriers present in the Colony.

The sabitary. edvant- 
age frum having seater closets in- 
stalled. is greater if the district is 
crowded with houses than if houses 
are few and far between.

But, very often 
we find that the Enropean owner of 
a house gets permiseion to install water 
closets but is content to put them in 
his main building, for his own use. He 
reaps some advantage, from an 
aesthetic point of view, but he does 
not get any sanitary advantage. 
Typhoid fever is not spread by bad 
smelis; it is spread, as all parasitic 
diseases are, by the actual parasite 
gaining entrance to the body, 
somebow,—in this case by the 
digestive tract. Jf a mar 
wishes to get greater advantage 
from installing the water-cartiage 
system he should extend it to his 
servants’ quarters. There ‘will be 
greater sdvactage if his neighbours 
adopt the system. Going further 
afield, we get still more advantage if 
the system is installed in whole dis- 
tricts, but we sball never g+t the full 
advantage if Europeans are contént 
to instal! the system in their own bath
